■ magine a soldier lyinq on his 
I back, morphine drowsy, the 
I taste ofblood in his mouth, 
I the din of war all around. 
Through the heat haze, he sees 
a Chinook whirl down to pluck 
him from the Afghan battlefield. 

It sounds like the end of a 
story, but for four men maimed 
by RPGs and roadside bombs, 
this would actually prove to be 
the starting point of the greatest 



adventure of their lives - an 
expedition to the North Pole. 

The Arctic is the harshest 
place on Planet Earth. Unlike 
Antarctica, which is a land 
mass, to reach the North Pole 
you must cross a frozen ocean 
- a vast, floating ice sheet which 
can slyly shift below your feet, 
leaving you further from your 
destination after a ten-hour slog 
than at the start. Add to that the 
risk of the ice cracking open, the 
threat of polar bears and -50°c 
temperatures, and you have 
a daunting prospect. 

Trying to conquer it able- 
bodied is tough enough, but to 



attempt it without arms or legs 
is astonishing. But then the four 
men at the heart of Walking With 
The Wounded's polar expedition 
are just that. Although they'd 
never met before being selected 
to make the attempt for the war 
veterans' charity, they had one 
thing in common - they'd all 
suffered life-changing injuries 
serving in Afghanistan. In 
short, they were already heroes. 

Coincidental]^ two of the 
team. Captain Martin Hewitt 
and Private Jaco Van Gaas, both 
served with the 1st Batallion, 
The Parachute Regiment. "I was 
hit in 2007, a year before Jaco 



joined up," says Cheshire-born 
Martin, 30, whose right arm was 
left paralysed by machine-gun 
fire as he led an assault. "Ifl 
hadn't been hit, I would actually 
have been his boss," he grins, 
"so he had a lucky escape! * 

South African-born Jaco, 24, 
who had his left arm blown off 
by an RPG during an ambush 
in 2009 told Nuts, "My injuries 
make me more limited. When 
you're young you don't want 
to accept limits but out here on 
the ice you have to. Just trying to 
zip up my jacket in 70m ph winds 
is impossible without help." 
Sergeant Steve Young, 28, of the 




The team have 21 
days to reach the 
pole -on skis! 
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Welsh Guards, who makes up 
t he t h i rd of t he fou r, agrees : 
"The buddy-buddy system that 
you learn in the Army is at the 
heart of what we do. Without it 
we couldn't function out here." 

Steve broke his back after the 
vehicle he was in hit an IED back 
in 2009. The fact he should have 
been in hospital at the time due 
to a previous incident which had 
all but killed him, says much 
about the men in this learn. 
"I couldn't sit around in a ward 
while my boys were still in the 
sh*t," he told Nuts with a shrug. 
"In Afghan or the Arctic, it's the 
same, it's about backing your 



mates up. I'll help Jaco zip his 
coat, and he'll pull my pulk (sled) 
when the cold locks my back up." 

Captain Guy Disney, 28, from 
Oxford, completes the team. 
I le was wounded while serving 
with the Light Dragoons, when 
an RPG smashed into the vehicle 
he was commanding during an 
ambush. "I was lucky," Guy says, 
with the kind of humility typical 
of the whole team. "It only 
ripped my leg off. The man 
sitting next to me was killed." 

Each man s injuries present 
their own problems on the ice, 
not least because the challenge 
itself is so extreme. To clarify. 



there are no dogs, snow mobiles 
or airdrops on this expedition. 
This team aims to cross-country 
ski 250 miles to the Pole, hauling 
their kit on 100kg pulks behind 
them, often over30ft-high ice 
walls called pressure ridges. 
A seemingly impossible task 
for someone like Guy who 
wears a prosthetic right leg. 

And yet, for them, impossible 
just isn't an option. "The Army 
trains you for victory," says 
Martin, "to adapt to demanding 
situations and stay alive." Or, as 
Guy puts it, "to keep on living." 

Jacko agrees. "When sh*t 
happens, you can either give in 



to it or accept the challenge of 
living with it. Whatever you face 
in life, there's always a way out. 
The way I see it, if I'd never been 
blown up, I'd never have got the 
chance to do this." 

"I was told I'd never walk 
again," says Steve, who was on 
his feet again within nine weeks 
of being blown up, "and here 
I am walking to the North Pole. 
Thinking about it, I must be 
abloodyidiot!"«
